Mrs, Dorothy Reynolds, chairperson of the ad-hoc com- 
mittee on revenue sharing of the ‘Columbus 
Metropolitan Area Community Action Organization 


(CMACAO). 
‘ “We have always felt that there should be, an ad. 
ministrative unit attached to city government whose 
main function would be to develop an efficient 
management system to @nsure the sound ad- 
ministration of programs in the field of human ser- 
vices,” said Mrs. Reynolds. 

“The city does not have at this time,” according to 
William E. Conley, CMACAO's director of operations, 
“a strong, forceful component to deal with the myriad 


_ Conley cited the need for a program that would be 
abie to, provide “an accurate accounting and com. 
prehensive analysis” of needs in regard to human 
problems. 

“The taxpayer would also benefit as a result of a 
unity of effort,” Mrs. Reynolds pointed out, “thus 
eliminating duplication which always results in high 
administrative costs.” 

Mrs. Reynolds added that such an effart on the city's 
Part is.“quite legitimate and in “keeping with the pur-

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The letter, The CALL &° 
POST learned fiom a reliable 
source, was written after 
Many of the clients, all ex- 
addicts involved in the treat- 
ment program, had recom- 
mended that Murphy be 
moved up from the position 
of acting, to director. 

Murphy, the source stated, 
indicated a willingness to 
step—aside providing that a 
person knowledgeable of the 
situation would be available 
for the directorship. Murphy 
madé the statement during a 
discussion with James 
Mueller a member of the 648 
Board and Drug Planner at 
the BUDA Clinic. According 
to Murphy, Mueller argued 
that the State of Ohio would 
under no’ condition accept 
him (Murphy) for the director- 
ship of the government. fun- 
ded program. 

The Interaction Committee. 
consisting of BUDA clients 
who are predominantly black. 
through one. of its spokes 
man, said ‘we are distressed - 
by the lack of input-into the 
program by the black 
citizens. 

L.. Thomas Dillard, Execu- 


‘tive director of’ the Model 


Cities Assembly and chair- 
man of the Personnel Com- 
mittee of Buda, was extreme- 
dy angry.-saying that the 648 
Board had terminated Mur- 
phy’s service “without the 
knowledge of my board.” 

Dillard suggested that the 
648 Board was exercising the 
authority of his board and 
said he was calling an emer- 
gency meeting of “my board 
to explore this drastic mat- 
ter.” 

He said he was taking this 
action “because if the board 
is to exist it must have 
meaningful control, or it 
doesn't exist at all. This ac- 
tion must be viewed with vital 
concern because prompted 
some to wonder whether or 
not some shenanigans is 
going on within the 648 
Board." 


The CALL & POST was 
unable to reach Russell for 
comment fate Tuesday after 
receiving a copy of the letter 
terminating Murphy's ser- 
vices with BUDA. 

But in the meantime, 
several letters from BUDA’ 
clients which had been_re- 
ceived earlier, began to make 
sense. As an example, one 
writer said that ‘we think 
some consideration should 
be given to us, the con- 
sumers of the Methadone ad- 
ministered at the clinic in 
selecting a director. 

We have the utmost confi- 
dence in Murphy because as 
an ex-addict, he understands 
our problem better than some 
middie class white who 
knows nothing about the dis- 
during 
withdrawal.” 

For the most part, another 
consumer wrote, BUDA nur- 
ses, counselors” social 
workers and others “are 
faking and playing games 
with our health and welfare.” 

Before Murphy became ac- 


* ting director, the client said 


that BUDA had a “policy of 


providing every ‘cénspmer 


with 100 milligrams of 
Methadone without ex- 
ceptions. Murphy changed 
this practice because he 
knew some of us needed as 
little as 30 milligrams of the 
stuff.” 

Another enrollee in the 
treatment program, said as 
“an ex-addict, | was person- 
ally hurt last Thursday when | 
learned that Mr. Murphy's 
services at BUDA had. been 
terminated. He knows his 
patients. He knew how to 
handle them. and of equal im- 
portance, he sympathized 
with ‘them. . 

I'm positive that no one can 
fill the position as well as he 
did." 

One BUDA consumer 
phoned The CALL & POST 
Tuesday night and was 
fighting mad over the “dirty 
deal the 648 Board gave Mur- 
phy. | know of which | speak, 
because I've seen him over- 
rule _a_ staff member who 
refused to give methadone to 
a consumer just because she 
had missed one day.” 

She went on to point out 
that if Murphy had not used 

: OuTC 8 had to 
go to the emergency room of 
a hospital, or steal or rob 
someone to get money for 
heroin. “No,” she asserted, 
“them -white people at BUDA 
are completely out of touch 
with the inner city and they 
could care less about the suf- 
feting we addicts undergo 
while trying to straighten: our- 
selves out.” 

A tot of us are planning to 
write letters to HEW and 
demand that the $8-million 
grant for the program which 
has already been approved, 
be held up until BUDA and

Most of the writers were 
also critical of the Board's 
treatment of Blackman's De- 
velopment Center. When they 
cut off BDC’s funding, they 
claim a. 100 or more addicts 
were forced to resort to 
stealing -and—prostitution to 
raise money to feed their 
nagging habit. 
.. Insisting: that. ‘we are_not. 
going to accept Murphy's 
termination without a fight,” 
the Interaction Committee an- 
nounced that a _-public 
meeting will be held Thurs- 
day in a church at Windsor 
and Cleveland Aves. at Z p.m. 

The clients all emphasized 
that- they went to BUDA be- 
cause they wanted the treat- 
ment cure. but ‘we did not go 
there tobe treated like dogs.”

At any rate, the black and 
white gap on the school 
board definitely has been 
widened and it remains to be 
seen just how much damage 
has been done and what 
progress can be made. 

The Board approveu a 
resolution to contract to 
receive $150,000 from Model 
Cities to finance the third 
year of the program. A 
second contract was ap- 
proved to authorize payment 
of the funds to Tomorrow's 
Education Now, Inc., for the 
program's operation. 

The program was 
previously run by Educational 
Resources, inc., headed by 
Jack Gibbs, former East High 
Schoo! principal and curren- 
tly executive director of the 
Metropolitan Career Center. 

Tomorrow's Education Now 
was selected to succeed 
Educational Resources as 
operator of the program by 
the Education Task Force of 
the Model Neighborhood 
Assembly. 

The program calls for 
Providing of financial 
assistance to 200 Model 
Cities area students placed in 
college through the program 
over the past two years. 

At least 50, 1973 high 
school graduates will be 
placed in college and receive 
assistance from the fund this 
year, according to the con- 
tract. 

In addition, the non-profit 
corporation pledges to 
provide tours of college cam- 
puses—for_at least 300 12th 
graders this year, to hélp at 
least 1200 high - school 
students prepare for college 
entrance exams, and to assist 
at least 500 students in selec. 
ting the proper high school 
courses to prepare them for 
college. 

Tomorrow's Education 
Now, in the contract, says it 
will also provide follow-up 
service to Model 
students previously placed in 
college through the program, 
will extend its service to Ar- 
med Forces veterans in the 
Model Cities area to help 
them with college placement, 
and will look for naw sources 
of financial assi8tance 
provided by college 
Organizations, such as frater- 
nities, sororities, foundations 
and trusts.

IV and does a “lil of this and 
that” for a living. 

“Mr. T.” (Hooks) as- le is 
called throughout the movie, 
is highly respected not only 
in the black community but 
by the local authorities as 
well. Having a crude, hard 
surface image, “T”, is the 
logical choice for a frame-up 
by local number racketeers 
who want to make the big 
time. ‘TT’ was chosen 
because no-one else in town 
would have the courage to 
pull off - the brutal un- 
dertaking.

The. above figures reveal that there are 192 black players in 
e@ American Football conference and 168 in the National 
tball Conference There doesn't appear to be any pattern 
quota system. However, one wonders why there are only 
eight black players on the New York Giants. There are more 
black people in New York than any other city in the country. 
The Giants are coached by Alex Webster. Webster was an 
All-Southern Conference back at North Carolina State during 
his college days. He played with the Giants from 1955-63 and 
still holds three Giant records. 

Blacks are playing at practically every position in the NFL 
but quarterback and center. There have been a million ex- 
cuses given as to why black players are not being used as 
quarterbacks. Some day another Branch Rickey will step for- 
ward and say, “Either you play behind my black quarterback 
or.go back home and pick cotton.” 


Two of the greatest quar- 
terbacks to ever play in the 
Mid-American Conference 
were Cleve Bryant of Ohio 
University and Chuck Ealey 
of the University of Toledo. 


These two men hold all kinds 
of individual records in the 
MAC. Not one team in the 
NFL gave them an op- 
portunity to try out as quater- 
back. After Ealey stated he 
was only interested in playing 
quarterback, not one team in 
the NFL drafted him. 


‘CHUCK EALEY 


+ +. Winnina quarterback 
Ealey. 6 foot 1, 195 pounds, led Toledo to three un- 


defeated seasons and a string of 35 victories. Last winter he 
said he was “a little disgusted and disappointed" at being 
snubbed by the National Football League draft. He said, ‘| 
think my stating that | would only play quarterback could 
have resulted in getting drafted-a little later but not in being 
bypassed completely.” 

Since no one wanted Ealey in the NFL, the Toledo scram- 
bler went North and joined the Hamilton Tiger Cats in-the 
Canadian League. When Ealey took over the quarterback 
position for the Tiger Cats they were 1-3 in the league. 
Ealey’s magic began to work and he led the Cats to 10 
straight victories for a 11-3 season. 

The Portsmouth. O., flash was rated as one of the best 
quarterbacks ever to play in the Canadian League. Marv 
Luster of the Toronto Argonauts said, “He's the best I've 
seen during my 12 years up here. He's unreal,” the defensive 
leader added. Garney Hanley, captain of the Hamilton club, 
also praised Ealey: “He stands with the very few who 
managed to take over right ‘out of college.”

Ealey won 
the award for being the outstanding player in the game. 

The late Jackie Robinson started his baseball career in 
Montreal, Canada, and returned to the U.S. to prove that 
Biacks could make it in the big time. Will Ealey follow in his 
footsteps someday? 

Several balck football players from high school in the 
Columbus area have been outstanding at their respective 
schools during the past season. Last week we mentioned 
that Daryl Griffin will play with Kent State against Tampa in 
the Tangerine Bowl.

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OSU Black Studies Chairman

The Ohio State University 
Board of Trustees: granted 
the ‘school’s Black Studies 
Division departmental status 
last Friday, thus officially rec- 
ognizing one of the most 
remarkable successes in the 
university's history. 

William E. Nelson, chair- 
man of Black Studies, 
describes. the action as an in- 
dication’ that his division has 
become a fully mature 
academic unit in the univer- 
sity structure. He pointed 
proudly to its growth since its 
initiation in 1970, and notes 
that it is the most rapid in 
growth of «any department in 
memory of ‘the university's 
history. 

«The. significance of Black 
Studies’ new status does not 
Lie in the économic 
assistance’ which: it.regeives 


~~'from the university, nor in the 


progress itwill make 


academically. The depart-. 


‘ment has been expanding 
since its. initiation, and will 
continue to do so. 
\~ What is significant is that 
Black Studies is now a 
lasting institution, whose 
strength is based upon its 
commitment to involving and 
serving the black community. 
“Now that we are a depart- 
ment, we are an institution, 
something concrete, which 
can be lasting and enduring. 
What we have built here will 
last long after those of us 
associated with the program 
are gone,” Nelson said. 
What makes this all the 
more remarkable is the fact 
that in 1968 there were only 
two black professors at OSU. 
Four years later there exists a 
black department of 17 
faculty with one of the largest 
curriculum offerings and one 
of the three strongest Black 
Studies programs in the 
nation.

tremendous recruiting 
program. As Nelson points 
out, the program has grown 
in substance as well as size. 
Men such as Prof. Ekanem, 
chairman.of the recruiting ef- 
forts, have attracted out- 
standing scholars in every 
area af African and Afro- 
American study, and the 
department now boasts of a 
very broad inter-disciplinary 
curriculum which. belies no 
major weakness. 

This is not to say, however, 
that Nelson is content to rest 
on the department's laurels. 

“Although we think. we 
have achieved a lot, we have 
only scratched the surface. 
We .must continue to build, 
and remain ever-vigilant that 
the .wniversity must not 


escape from its commitment . 
. to black education,”’ he said. 


Nelson hopes’ that the 
building. "gn is™ to con- 
tinue; will inctude*tte 
opening of more branches of 
the Extension Center. Also, 
once the program is more 
‘self-propelled, he would like 
to see the opening of more 
branches across the entire 
state. ‘ 

Though some may regard 
this as radical and wasteful, 
Nelson feels that more oyght 
to be done far urban blacks 
throughout Ohio, just as the 
farm ‘extension program 
reaches out to the rural sec- 
tor of the state. 

It is Black Studies’ success 
in serving and involving the 
black community that has 
been one of its proudest 
achievements, and it is to this 
end that its administrators 
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Praises ‘LastingDepartment?’ 


can ,point as a very positive 
sign for the future. 

Nelson notes, “The major 
benefit of’ our program has 
been the eradication of the 
Philosophy of individualism 
among the students at Ohio 
State. We've instilled a sense 
of community in them; and 
that you can 
never leave the black com- 
munity wherever you are; we 
would be traitors.to our 
people if we didn't take that 
posture, and they appreciate 
and recognize our position.” 

The tremendous succes¢ of 
the Extension Center paints 
out the black community's re- 
sponsiveness to Black 
Studies’ efforts. However, this 
had not gone without “our 
first creating trust in-the 
black community, by, asking. 
the people to. evaluate us 
based not upon what-we say, 
but upon what we*do." 

Currently, a major project 
concentrated toward black 
education is being negotiat- 
ed, and will hopefully be off 
the ground by January. This 
is in keeping with Black 
Studies’ continual economic 
and academic growth, which 
Nelson claims has been 
rather unchanged by its new 
status. 


Its budget would continue 
to grow and its staff -to ex- 
pand, regardless of its status. 

Now, however, it is an of- 
ficial organ, preparing to 
graduate its first student next 
quarter. Beyond that, it is the 
foundation for the education 
and advancement of blacks 
for many years to’ come.

Fertile Soil for Bigots 


A cover story in the Magazine 
Section of the Cincinnati Enquirer 
(November 19, 1972) provides some 
graphic evidence that a hard- 
nosed, militant faction of the Ku 
Klux Kian -is-attracting a growing 
membership in Ohio. ; 

The story, replete with photos, 
describes the activities of a group 
in the Cincinnati-Northern Ken- 
tucky area under the direction of 
one Jim Harris, who bears the title 
of Grand Dragon of the Ohio Realm 
of the United Klans of America. 
Thése activities include the arming 


of women and young boys with - 


grenades, rifles and machine guns, 


_under the guise of “self defense” _ 


‘woes 
- activities, 

Surprisingly, very little of this ac- 
tivity is really “underground”, and 
the Enquirer story provides ample 
evidence of illegal and dangerous. 

an in- 
vestigation by the FBI. 

Not so surprising, however, is the 
fact that the Enquirer story has not 
created even a ripple of interest. on 
the part of the Federal. Bureau of In- 
vestigation, which in an official FBI 
report last year estimated a United 


Klan membership of 4500. 

Another Klan organization in 
Ohio is known as the National 
Knights of the Ku Ktux Ktan; which 
claims to be growing at the fastest 
rate in the country. This’ group, 
headed by Dale Reusch of Lodi, is 
reported less militant thanthe Harris 
group, but both are sustained on 
the traditional Klan anti-black and 
anti-Jewish, anti-foreign born 
motivations. os 

While the State of Ohio has of- 
ficially revoked the charter for the 


Klan ‘ oi BS fs CO yeyears” 
ARTES Attorney General's 


offices is ‘not unaware of the 
growing Klan activity, which his of- 
sheygsoll ‘as \org as they're 
not defrauding anybody”. 

This is in striking contrast to the 
reaction by state and federal law 
enforcement agencies when Black 
Panthers. are involved, and the 
threat of violence is directed at the 
white establishment. 

Unless this official attitude is 
changed, Ohio may yet 
Alabama, the Klan birthplace, as 
providing the most fertile soil for 
bigotry. 


Mayor Theodore Berry 


Belated, but very much observed 
recognition has come to Cincinnati 
Councilman Theodore (Ted) M. 
Berry, who last week was elected 
Mayor of Cincinnati by his Council 
colleagues. He will serve the 
second year of a two-year term 
created by the resignation of Mayor 
Thomas Luken. 

As the council candidate who led 
the voting, Berry, under the Coun- 
cil's traditional procedures, should 
have been selected last year, but 
bowed out after the council 
Democrats, in a coalition with 
Berry's Charterites, managed to 
end 14 years of Republican control 
of that body. 


Berry, a native of Maysville, Ken- 
tucky who has spent virtually his 
entire -lifetime in Cincinnati, has 
long been regarded as one of Cin- 
cinnati’s most respected black 
leaders. He-was an early leader of 
the civil rights movement, and ser- 


ved as President of the Cincinnati 
Branch NAACP in 1932. 

He began his political career as a 
Republican and served as Assistant 
Hamilton County Prosecutor in 
1941-43, until his position was 
abolished in a dispute with the local 
Republican organization. 

Berry then transferred his 
allegiance to the Democratic Party, 
but actually won his Council post 
as a Charterite in 1949, and has 
maintained more of an independent 
stance since then. 

While the office of mayor in Cin- 
cinnati is largely ceremonial, the 
actual operation of city government 
being~in the hands of a City 
Manager, the recognition of Attor- 
ney Berry is significant as a 
recognition of his manifold con- 
tributions to the Cincinnati com- 
munity in general and the militant 
advocacy of equal rights and equal 
opportunity for minorities that con- 
tinues to be his hallmark. 


Practical Gun Control 


The rash of shootings on 
College Campuses around the 
nation, which now appears to be 
filtering down to the high school 
level, should intensify citizen efforts 
to secure effective gun control laws 
in their several communities, but 
probably wont. 

it was almost inevitable that 
teen-age Americans would even- 
tually take a cue from their elders 
and opt for gun-toting, using the 
same rationale as their parents who 
claim that possession of agunis a 
necessity to self-protection. 

While the school yard shooting 


last week in a Pontiac, Michigan 
high school managed to. make 
national news, Cleveland’ has had 
its share of such incidents, and 
probably will have more of the same 
unless parents are alarmed enough 
to move in to establish gun-control 
in their own homes. ’ 


In the absence of state and 
federal laws that will effectively 
take the weapons out-of the hands 
of the irresponsible, one practical 
method that can, and should be, 
adopted by parents is to make sure 
that such weapons are kept out of 
the hands of their children. 


A Challenge To Ohio State 


Ohio State University, in recent 
years, has performed a commen- 
dable job of recruiting Black 
students. _ 

As pointed out in a recent CALL 
& POST story, the success of the 
recruitment program resulted from 
interviews at predominantly black 
colleges, letters to prospective 
students, and efforts on the part of 
Black graduates and professors to 
encourage Black students to con- 
sider OSU when thinking of en- 
tering an institution of higher lear- 
ning. 

A CALL & POST special reporter, 
in gathering material for the story, 
found that Blacks are increasing in 
record numbers in professional 
schools in each new freshman 
class. However, he also found that 
Statistics of graduate professional 
schools, according to their own 
figures, reflect virtually no change 
in attitude toward change in policy 
of enrolling Blacks or in aiding suc- 
cessful applicants to achieve 
graduation. ‘ 

Based on this finding, it is the 
view of The CALL & POST that one 
of the great challenges to the new 
president is centered in the need 


+ for doing away. with the long stan- 


ding’’quota system’ which tends'to 
help cdntro! Black énroliment to an 
average of about one black -per 
class. 

OSU's recently appointed 
President Harold Enarson and the 
leaders of the respective schools, 


should take a brand new look at” 


themselves and their programs and 
get them in line with what is hap- 
pening positively in other areas of 
the United States. 


in this respect, it is indeed

The Republican-controlied lame-duck 
session of the Ohio Legislature, now 
nearing an end, adopted a resolution 
paying tribute to Theodore M. Berry. 


who was sworn in last Friday as the first 


Black Mayor of Cincinnati. Both houses 
adopted the resolution by a voice vote. 

The action, introduced in the Senate 
by Sen. William F. Bowen, and in the 
House by Rep. James W. Rankin, both 
of Cincinnati, took note of Berry's un- 


«selfish contribution to the “betterment 
sof city government as an able and 


dedicated member of Cincinnati City 
Council.” 

It also emphasized that through his 
“long years of dedicated and active 
public service he has served as an in- 
spiration and guiding force for many 
younger aspirants to the field of gover- 
nment. And as a member of the board 
of the Ohio Committee for Civil Rights 
from 1947 to 1964, he set a sterling 
example of intelligence, iintegrity and 
wisdom from which all men have lear- 
ned.” 

Finally, the resolution mandated te 
Senate and House Clerks to transrrit 
copies of the resolution to Berry and to 


both. Cincinnati Daily papers, the Cin- 


cinnati Enquirer and the Cincinnati 
Post-Times Star. 

Not to downgrade the good intention 
of the sponsors, but one wonders why 
Cincinnati's two Black papers, the Cin- 
cinnati Herald and CALL & POST were 
ignored by the resolution drafters. Ad- 
mittedly, all of us Blacks are brain-

Many of the changes since that time 
are directly due to Manny Celler's work. 
He helped pass every single civil rights 
bill passed in this century, As Chairman 
of the powerful House judiciary Com- 
mittee, he used the leverage of his 
Position to get things done for working 
people and for black people. 

Perhaps his finest hour came in 1964, 
when he vastly strengthened the civil 
rights bill then before the Congress and 
helped push it through, although many 
people including those in the White 
House felt so strong a bill would not 
pass. Celler, a Democrat, had plenty of 


help in that struggle but perhaps no 
one was more crucial to the bill's 


passage than his colleague from the 
Republican side of the aisle, William 
McCulloch. 

McCulloch's leadership prevented 


the civil i:ghts bill from becoming a par- 
tisan issue. By providing leadership to 


Republican House members, he insured 


not only passage for the bill, but also 
that civil rights would be above party 
politics and above narrow political ex- 
pedience, Later, when the rights of 
black people became less fashionable, 
he stuck to his guns and continually 
supported progressive legislation.

~ Once again we must turn our atten- 
tion to the question of the mission and 
role of one of the most formidable black 
institutions in the black community. 
That is, of course, the black church. 
The black church is too often oblivious - 
to its present and contemporary oppor-_ 
tunities to becoming the most relevant 
instittion in black life. 

There is no doubt that the black 
church has abandoned its early history 
and tradition as a force for social, 
economic and political rights of the 
black man in Amerca. Its early tradition 
had as its major legacy the struggle of 
Richard Allen, Absalom Jones, Henry 
Highland Garnett, Bishop Turner, and 
many other great religious leaders, in 
the history of the black church. 

These men envisioned that the 
mission of the black church was a very 
distinctive and peculiar one in the face 
of oppressive conditions of blacks in 
the United States-They did not attempt © 
to model or imitate everything from the 
white church. Although the black 
church did function in many ways to 
meet the religious needs of the people 
that were similar to white churches, and 
that. their forms of government and 
theological outlook were similar, but 
they did forge and shape the church to 
meet the very’ definite needs of ‘black 
people. 

Today, the black church is most 
typically known as an institution which 
predominantly functions aS a prac- 
titioner of certain kinds of religiosity; 
ignoring many of the major social, 
economic and political needs of the 
black Community. ft is unlikely that in 
the #mmediate future the black church 
will face any kind of reform or 
revolution. However, this is certainly a 
necessity if the black liberation 
movement is going tobe-successful 
and if there is going to be any hope at 
all in liberating the minds of masses of 
black people in this country. 

We can set up all the parallel or sub- 
stitute institutions that we want-to, but 
unless the black church is shaken, 
disrupted and changed; no substitute 
or no other paraliel institution is going 


to be able to liberate the minds of black 


people. |'mi.willine. to..98e: Tis 
right down the line. 

What is really an imperative is that 
black people and particularly young 
people prepare themselves for the 
ministry as well as they prepare them- 
selves for any other kind of 
revolutionary , struggle or typical 
profession. | think that much of what is 
being said and talked about today is 
simply rhetoric and not very real 
solutions to the institutional problems 
of black people today. The black

and influential black institution in 
American life and always will be that 
kind of institution. 

But what we fail to see is new leader- 
ship emerging from our communities or 
our colleges and schools that will 
return to that particular black institution 
and revolutionize it so that it can 
become amore effective agent in the 
liberation of black people. 

| would suggest that at least a goodly 
number of black students, in the 
thousands, should now prepare them- 
selves for the ministry or some aspect 
of serving in the black church both 
professionally and as a layman, The 
church can turn around if there is new 
leadership. This leadership needs to 
prepare itself for developing black in- 
dependent schools, many kinds of ser- 
vices to the community, and begin to 
assume some of the responsibilities 
that the federal bureaucratic agencies 
have assumed in the black community. 

| hope we will learn from history, all 
the way from Reconstruction Period to 
the present time, that one thing that has 
been ignored as that effective agent for 
social, economic and political change 
for the black community has been the 
black church. Even some of the Black 
Panthers who formerly snubbed their 
noses at the church, are now 


* recognizing that it is necessary to make 


alliances with the church and to work 
within it for social, political and 
economic change. 

’ Lastly, the church has done very little 
in encouraging black youths to develop 
new careers in the churches. The 
church has been contented in going its 
way year after year, decade after 
decade, with a typical preacher as its 
head, and typical Sunday morning ser- 
vices, leaving the black community in a 
typical condition, of oppression. This 
must be changed.

Historically, the word, black, has 
always been associated with that which 
is ugly, atrocious, sinful, dirty, hellish, 
ill-fated, sinister, wicked, unwholesome,

The-new Social Security amendments 
contain 144 changes, according to 
William P. Barker, Area Director. The 
amendments provide changes in 
Medicare, monthly benefits, and taxes 
that effect almost every American. 

A total of 3.5 million widows who are 
currently receiving benefits will receive 
an increase effective January, 1973. 
Social Security will check each widow's 
benefit to see if she qualifies for ad- 
ditional money. The widow getting a 
check now does not need to re-apply. 

Widow's benefits will range from 71.5 
percent at Age 60 to a possible 100 per- 
cent at Age 65. 

The full benefit for a widow depends 
on two conditions, First, 
must start her benefit at Age 65, or 
later; and second, her husband must 
not have received reduced retirement 
benefits. 

Individuals who are receiving 
disability benefits for over 2 years will 
have Medicare effective July, 1973. 

Other immediate changes include 
possible disability benefits for workers 
who died after 1969. The survivors must 
file a claim by the end of January, 1973, 
if the worker died between January, 
1970 and October, 1972. 

Divorced” wives and widows no 
longer need a court order or substantial 
support payments from their former 
husband. Now, as long as the 20 years

Once again, the elusive, mysterious 
phantom has fired a fatal shot, finding 
as a victim; two Southern University 
black students. As usual, the phantom 
remains free and undiscovered. With no 
one, including shotgun. wielding 
lawmen, admitting any knowledge as to 
where it was fired from or by whom. 

This is the second such outraged in- 
cident, where students lay dead, or 
dying, after a somewhat cowardly, 
misuse of law enforcement power. Why 
is it necessary for officers to enter a 
campus armed with shotguns or similiar 
deadly weapons? They are well trained 
in the use of fear gas, and non lethal 
weapons, for the purpose of putting 
down riots, and massed protests. And it 
‘would seem that, if ever, there were a 
time to put this training to use. It cer- 
tainly would be, when they are called to 
a campus. = 

In cases, where it suits their purpose, 
the police can find a criminal. From a 
clue as small as a hair from his head. 
Yet, twice, young students have been 
gunned down in plain sight of the 
police, and hundreds of eye-witnesses, 
and the suddenly,o':*i'9, wenn e oe 
gone undetected and unpunished, And 
there is little doubt that he will again; 
as long as the investigation of these 
crimes are entrusted to other law enfor- 
cement officers whether local, state or 
federal: who always give more con- 
sideration, and great care, to not giving 
law enforcement a bad name, than to 
the bringing to justice.

No moral feeling of right-or wrong in . 
‘that. Sometime “ago a teenage father 
was ‘telling how he and the girl were 
trying so hard to have another child -- 
they were not married nor had any 
marriage plans -- what kind of respect 
for a child's name in wedlock existed in 
that attitude? To be sure, these moral 
attitudes are not fully prevalent but they 
are much too widespread. 

We explain it all-by broken homes or 
dope demand in muggings or killings -- 
those lead to the motive but where is 
the deterrent? One would not want 
those actions permanently in our world. 
There js little new about any of them, 
for in former years people did not mug 
for dope money, but embezzled -- 
people had illegitimate babies and went 
to private rest homes for the occasion; 
men have always dueled over women -- 
nothing is new. 

Every age has had its troubles. But, 
one would think that in such’ an ad- 
vanced age of thinking as the opening 
to the 21st Century, men would. have 
thought up ‘effective stopgaps to the 
lower acts of men. One cannot know if 
such stopgaps aré possible, but cannot 
there be a word passed to youth that 
forlorn expression vanishes from a 
young man’s face to be shown to the 
public in print because of his un- 
denialable innocence?

WHERE DOES THE CREDIT BUREAU 
GET ITS INFORMATION? 

The Credit Bureau obtains _infor- 
mation from a number of sources. 
When a consumer appliés for an. ac- 
count he lists references. These 
references are checked and the infor- 
mation becomes a part of the record. 
Some members of the credit bureau 
send information concerning their ac- 
counts to the credit bureau on a regular 
basis. 

Finally, a large amount of information 
is obtained from public records such as 
mortgages, security agreements, divor- 
ces and other published material.
